Counsel discussed amending the independent claims to provide for a carbon layer 
comprising greater than 70% graphite. The general thrust of the arguments made during the 
interview was that Veerasamy does not disclose a carbon layer comprising at least 70% graphite. 



STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW 



Rather, Veerasamy teaches providing an amorphous carbon layer includes at least about 35% sp 3 
carbon-carbon bonds, more preferably at least about 70%, and most preferably at least about 
80% of the sp 3 carbon-carbon bonds.
